Ma.voi" Taggart Favors Closing 
the Saloons. 


^la.v Cal! a Meeting of Indiana Mayors to 
Consider the >"i« liols<»n I>aw—Other 
Alanici'iKil .liatters. 


Mayor Taggart, of Indianapolis, 
says he is considering the advisabil- 
ity of calling a convention of the 
mayors of Indiana cities and towns, 
to meet some time before the com- 
ing legislature. He says there are 
several subjects of municipal inter- 
est to be pre.sented to the legislature, 
and he believes it will be well for 
the mayors to understand them and 
possibly make some recommenda- 
tions. 
The cities alone will be in- 
terested in proposing charter amend- 
ments, but Mr. Taggart says there 
are topics of general interest which 
concern both cities and towns. 


The proposed amendments of tha 
Nicholson law constitute one of the 
matters of general interest. 


' 'Have you any changes in this 
law to propose?" was asked. . 


"Only one," he answered, "and 
that is that the time of closing be 
extended from 11 to 12 o'clock, in 
those 
places 
that wish such a 
change. In the smaller towns there 
is no demand for keeping open the 
saloons until 
midnight. 
In the 
cities, however, there are many men 
who, returning from the theatre or 
meetings, want somethings—perhaps 
a lunch and beer. 
Everybody will 
admit that the Nicholson law is a 
strict one for saloonkeepers. 
They 
have shown a disposition to obey it. 
I think it would be nothing more 
than fair to extend the time of clos- 
ing." 


Mr. Taggart said there ^were sev- 
eral other matters of Municipal con- 
cern, but he has not considered them 
sufficiently as yet to express any 
opinion. 


Mayor Scherer has appointed a 
committee of the council to recom- 
mend changes in Fort 
Wayne's 
charter, but they will hardly take 
any part in agitating changes in the 
Nicholson law. 


The sentiment in Fort Wayne is 
opposed to changing the closing hour 
to 12 o'clock. The general belief is 
that 11 o'clock is late enough for the 
saloons to be open. 


IS DEMENTED.

His death, if it has occiTrred, has 
d(iprivod thi' Cuban insurgents of 
their principal and probably most 
capable leader, yc't not of the. last 
leader. 
In Spanish-American coun- 
tri(\s and in irregular Avarfare, such 
as has been and is being waged in 
Cuba, tliere are to be f(nind many 
Miiceos. 
Antonio Maceo—if he is 
to be spoken of in the past tense— 
belonged to a type of men common 
among the dark people and nations. 
He was a mulatto, a cross of Span- 
iard and negro. 
As the tropics are 
apiiroached, men of mixed blood be- 
come, as it were, more prominent 
than in northern climes, and he was 
a bom revolutionist. 
He had ])een 
fighting 
and conspiring 
against 
Spain ever sinc^ he came to man's 
estate,*'and he died—if he is dead— 
still making an unavailing fight. 
He was not a great soldier or com- 
mander : no nian of his blood or 
bom where he was has ever been 
such. 
Still, it is probable that he 
was a better soldier and general 
tlian any Spanish officer yet sent to 
Cuba; 
Still, great wars are not to 
be waged, great victories won or re- 
sults to be attained with machetes. 
Tlie war will go on with or without 
Antonio Maceo, and the blood and 
rain and Avaste will continue—how 
long, no man am tell.—Kansas City 
Star.
